Well And Truly Done 


If a man taught language at Ridley from 1921 to 1972, 
except for the war years; if he was House Master of 
School House from 1931 to 1933, when he was married 
and moved off campus; if he looked after the Upper 
School book store from 1927, and was shooting instructor 
from 1945 to his retirement; if he was for some years co- 
editor of ACTA, and if he was an ever-willing games’ 
official in his younger years (What Old Boy of the thirties 
can forget his eloquent centre field volte-face at half-time 
of a football match?) — then it can be said that he gave 
those years of his life to Ridley. 


Such a man was Robert Somerville Cockburn, “Major 
Cockburn”, ‘Twink’, ‘Co’. He died in hospital in St. 
Catharines as the result of a stroke on 12 September 1975. 
A funeral service for him was held in the Memorial Chapel 
at 3 p.m. on the following Monday. 

Co’s ramrod straight and impeccably dressed figure 
will long be imagined striding down the front drive, 
taking names for shooting appointments outside the Great 
Hall after Dinner, or, in later years, on the side lines 
watching a game, with his raincoat flapping in the breeze 
(he seemed never to wear a heavy overcoat, but he did 
wear a fur hat on. extreme climatic occasions) and with a 
cheery greeting to all, Headmaster and new Third former 
alike. 

The years of the two Great Wars were devoted to his 
country. He was born in 1897 in Guelph, Ontario and 
lived for a time in Hamilton, where he graduated from 
High School at a young age. After a period at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, he joined the R.C.A. during the First War 
and served overseas. Following the Armistice of 1918 he 
was a Captain attached to the British forces that were 
involved in and about the Balkans. On being demobilized 
he gained an M.A. degree at St. John’s College, Oxford. 

Between the Wars, he served with the St. Catharines 
Militia forces; in 1935 he was O.C. the 10th Field Battery, 
R.C.A. In 1940, he left Ridley for further active service. 
He was a Major with the R.C.A. in Canada and England 
until 1945. 

“Co” served his fellow men (boys) and his country 
well and truly. He was indeed in Kipling’s words, “‘a man”.

onception and Birth 


The first chapter of this series suggested that there is virtue 
in the continuance of certain iraditions at Ridley. Subsequent 
chapters will outline the relationship of tradition to history.

Information concerning events prior to 1913 is based on mater- 
ial to be found in ‘Ridley, the Story of a School” by the late Kim 
Beattie, or on that gleaned personally from men who had been 
there as boy or master. 


Ridley was conceived as a result of the thinking of fourteen 
prominent Canadians who came together on 27 September 1888, 
at Wycliffe College, Toronto. Their objective was to establish 
in Ontario a new Anglican Church School for boys. 


Within two months a provisional Board of Governors had 
been appointed, a name chosen and a site selected. It was 
to be called “The Bishop Ridley College of Ontario’, and it was 
to be established in the building that had housed Springbank 
Sanitarium at the south-east corner of Yates and College Streets 
in St. Catharines. The former was altered in 1900 by Ontario 
Government Charter to “Ridley College’; the latter was pur- 
chased for $15,000.00, and it stood as the main School build- 
ing until it was destroyed by fire in 1903. Today on this corner 
is the house of Mrs. A. W. Taylor, whose late husband was one 
of Ridley’s first students; at its back and side stands a small 
apartment building, the walls of which were those of the 
School’s first gymnasium. 

Then an even more important step was taken — a Head- 
master was appointed, the Reverend John Ormsby Miller. He 
was twenty-seven years of age, an athlete and a brilliant scholar. 
His life was dedicated to Ridley from that moment until he 
retired in 1921. His ability as a fund raiser, and his understand- 
ing of the problems inherent in creating a fully functioning 
school out of a defunct sanitarium, saw Ridley through its two 
major pre-birth pangs. 

Thus, the young Headmaster had the framework for a 
school that was to open in a few months. Soon he added 
some of the things necessary for the development of that vague, 
but all-important, fact of life, School Spirit. He introduced a 
motto in Greek (which he gave tip in 1900 for the present Terar 
Dum Prosim, ‘“‘May | be consumed in service’), and a crest. At 
the bottom of the latter he incorporated the colours orange and 
black. They were those in the dress worn by his wife-to-be when 
first he met her. Also, he composed the School Grace, “Pro 
quibus quos accepturi, et cetera’. Crest, colours and grace link 
the student of to-day to his scholastic forbears. 

Next Mr. Miller made those appointments by which any 
school stands or falls. He engaged a Staff — four assistant 
masters, a bursart and a matron. 


On 16 September, 1889, Mr. Miller and his cohorts waited 
expectantly in the newly furbished Springbank for the steamer 
from Toronto to berth in the old canal, near the present Welland 
Vale bridge. One boy stepped from the boat and was driven 
by horse-cab up the hill to Ridley — number one on the School 
roll, Norman Trenholm. Later that day another arrived via the 
Grand Trunk Railway (the Canadian National Railway of today). 
Staff and two boys sat down for the first School supper. Next 
day, forty-six more boys turned up and Ridley was in business. 

The annual fee for boarders was $267.00, plus $16.00 
for “extras” and something more for optional music lessons. 
During the ensuing year twelve day-boys were enrolled, at a 
fee of $22.50 a term. 

The building was lit by gas, which was turned off at 10:00 
p.m. — the origin of “Lights out!”’. There was steam heating 
throughout, but there was no hot water in the taps. There 
were six tubs and a boy was required to take a bath (lukewarm 
or cold) once a week. The food was nourishing, if, perhaps not 
always agreeable to the tastes of to-day, and the class-room in- 
struction was of a higher order. 


Among the original boys were W. H. Cronyn, who was a 
prefect, Head Boy and Captain of the football team, D. B. Mac- 
Donald, who became Headmaster of St. Andrew’s College, A. W. 
Taylor, who became a long time member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors and H. C. Griffith, who became a member of the teaching 
staff from 1899 to 1907 and from 1911 to 1921, when he was 
appointed Headmaster; he remained as such until he retired in 
1949. 

Those of the original Staff whose portraits hand today in 


the Great Hall are J. O. Miller, H. J. Cody, who attained national 
eminence in the Anglican Church of Canada and in politics as 
Minister of Education for Ontario and George Thairs, who found- 
ed the Cadet Corps.

The Lower School has 104 boarders and 76 day boys for a 






@. of 180. In the Upper School there are 228 boarders, 52 
day boys and 16 day girls totalling 296. 

Fees range from $2,250 for a day boy in the Lower School 
(including the noon meal) to $4,700 for a boarder in the Upper 
School. 

There are 62 students at Ridley whose parent or grand- 
parent attended the School. 

In the student body 176 are from the Niagara Peninsula 
and 171 from elsewhere in Ontario. All other provinces in 
Canada with the exception of Saskatchewan have contributed 
28 students for a total of 375 Canadians.
